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III; Account of an irregular "Tide in the 
River of Forthj by Mr. Edward Wright. 

Read May 3* A S tlic following Account of a very 
^7S^' XjL uncommon anomalous Tide in the 
Pviver oi Fort by contains feveralCircumftances worthy 
Obfcrvation, I thought it might not be difagrccable 
to that learned and famous Society to which I ad- 
drefs it. 

There are in this River, at Ebbing and Flowing, 

certain irregular Motions, not to be found in any 

other River in Scotland^ perhaps in Great Britain^ 

or even in all Europe ^ called by the common People 

betwixt the Villages of Alloa and Culrofsy Leakies, 

which Name I (hall like wife make ufe of, for want 

of a better. This Leaky is this : When the River 

is flowing, before high Water, it intermits and ebbs 

for a confiderable time, after which it refumes its 

former Courfe, and flows till high Water $ and, vice 

verfa, in the Ebbing, before low Water, the River 

flows again for fome time, and then ebbs till low 

Water. The Leaky begins at a Place called ^/^^;^V 

Ferry, feven Miles above Leith^ at neap Tide, and 

low Water, and goes to the Houfe of iV/^^^r, which 

is about twenty-five xMiles above Queens i^^rr^, which 

is to be undcrftood by Water ^ for in this River, 

from a little above Alloa to Stirling^ there are fuch 

a prodigious Number of Turnings and Windings, 

that though it be but four Miles betwixt thcfc two 

Places by Land, yet it is twenty-four by Water, 

This 1 take notice of rather, as I take thefe Windings 

to be the Cauic of the Leakier At Neap Tide and 
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high Water, as alfo at Spring Tide and low Water, 
the Leaky reaches as far as the Sea fills, which is to 
the Groves oi Craig forth ^ nmetcen Miles above 
Maner Houfe, and three above the Town of Stirling. 
At ^leeris Ferry there are no Leakies at Neaps and 
Springs at high Water, nor in the latter at low 
Water i they begin btiwvAtBorroivfiownefs^ a Village 
about icvQ>i\ Miles above Queens Ferry^ and the 
Mouth of a Rivulet called Carrofi, five or fix Miles 
further up the River than Borrow/io^Jimnefs. What 
is very remarkable, in the very loweft Neaps the 
Leaky, after it has ebbed for fomc time, before high 
Water, makes up again, and will be two Feet higher 
than the Main Tide. In- the- Beginning of the 
Spring Tides, it does not rife fo high by a Foot : -At 
the dying of the Stream, it is often two fo^ct higher 
than the Main Tide, which is to be underftood, be- 
fore high Water, when the Leaky makes up again. 
At Neap Tide and low Water it v;ill ebb two I-loiu\s 
and fill as much, and at full Water ebb an flour, 
and fill another. 

it is likewifc to be remarked, that at Change of 
the Moon, at low Water, the Leaky will continue 
tvv^o Hours, the Beginning of the Tide for that Time,, 
which then ftands, and does not ebb till Flood (rliC 
Beginning of the Flowing), and at full Water, will 
ebb and flow an Hour or more. 

It is obfervable, that at full Moon, there arc no 
Leakies, either at high or lov^ Water, in the Spring 
Tides which are at that time, but in the Neaps 
which follow them, thefe Motions are obfervable, 
as before dcfcribcd^ as alfo in the Spring Tides 
which happen upon the Change of the jNloon, calkd 
by the Commonalty, the Overloup, there aic 
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Leakies both at high and low Waten All this is to 
be underftoodjwhen the Weather isfeafonabJei for, 
otherwifc, thefe Motions are not fo difccrnible. 

This Account I have collected partly from my own 
Obfervation, having paft a great Part of my Life at 
a Coumry-fcat near^/^?/?, where the Leakies are to 
be fccn in great Pcifection, and parciy from what I 
have learned from People living on different Par.s of 
the River, whofc Obfervations, as well as my own, 
I find cxadly agree with tliofe of a learned "^ Rela- 
tion of mine, who, near feventy Years ago, diUgently 
obferved and enquired into the Phsenomena of this
